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ITIS HEREBY ORDERED THAT 


all persons of Japanese origin who have 


been instructed to vacate places within 


the Restricted area and to proceed to 


Vancouver, B.C., shall report forthwith to 
the OFFICER IN CHARGE of HASTINGS 
PARK CLEARING POOL. 
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Regulations Governing Resi- 
dence and Movements of 
Japanese in Camps, Towns, 
and Other Localities Out- 
side Coastal Restricted Area 


HEREAS under Order-in-Council P.C. 1665 
W, of 4th of March, 1942, the BRITISH 
COLUMBIA SECURITY COMMISSION 
are yested with authority to make Regulations goy- 


erning the control and supervision of all persons of 


Japanese origin in Canada 


AND WHEREAS all such persons are required to 
have in their possession at all times, the Registra- 
tion Cértificate issued to them by the R._C: M. Police 
and the Certificate of Permission issued to them by 
the B.C. Security Commission to leave the restricted 
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NOW THEREFORE, the B.C. Security Commission 
by virtue of their authority vested in them HEREBY 
ORDERS AND DIRECTS that no person of Japanese 
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duly authorized or directed to proceed shall leave 
such place without the authority of the Commission 
or the officials of the R.C.M. Police or Provincial 
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
